?Jhile the nation ^s combined farm and interior wheat stocks on July 1 were 26,000,000 

bushels above the lO-year average for that date, the U. S. carryover this year in 

these positions is (roughly) 8,000,000 bushels less than was recorded a year ago. 

The situation in the three Pacific Northwest States is somewhat different, with the 

combined farm and interior stocks at 14,965,000 bushels on July 1, 1940, or 

1,800,000 less than a year ago. ' 

Combined farm and interior July wheat stocks in Montana, however, jumped from 
2,835,000 bushels in 193C to 14,919,000 in 1939 and 18,178,000 bushels on July 1, 
1940 — kev3ping pace mth the exceptiomlly favorable wheat production for the 193S 
and 1939 seasons. In the terininal and census positions, the State-licensed houses 
in the State of Washington reported l,2v83, 350 bushels on July 1, 1940, which is 
(roughly) 150,000 bushels less than a year ago. In the table below, Yfhich shows 
■Tashington and. Oregon wheat stocks by classes, the most significant change in the 
varietal positions arc that soft vfhite, club, and western white wheat stocks on

(1929-38) average stocks of 33,092,000 bushels. July 1 stocks of old rrheat were 
v:ell above last year in the Southern Plains area and in the Pacific Northwest but 
these larger stocks were more than offset by the smaller stocks in the important 
spring wheat area. Some now wheat was on hand on July 1 in interior mills, eleva- 
tors and warehouses but the quantity of such wheat was much smaller than on July 1 
last year duo to the later harvest this year. Stocks of new wheat (1940 crop) are 
not included in the totals shoim in this report.
